CHASE AFTER A MAD DOG 



Will Cndeuvor to Induce Head Camp to 

Reconsider ll's Decision In Regard 

to the Recent Rate Raise 



The hnke county Woodman ptotec- 
tivc OBSOcIation, a temporary organiza- 
tion formed some weeka ago, was made 
a pormanent organization by a meeting 
held'in Waukegan Saturday last, nt 
-which delegates from the majority of 
Woodmen campa throughout the county 
were present 

*The object, of the oaaoclation is to 
work for the interests of the Modern 
Woodmen, endeavoring to find a. solu- 
tion of tho rate question if possible; and 
to do all in Us. power to further the 
weljfore of the members of the onler. 

The following • ofllcers were elected: 
President, C. T. Heydecker, Waukegan; 
Secretary, Joseph G. James, Antioch; 
Treasurer, Thomas Strang, Wadaworth; 
Board of Directors, ^Jamea P. Sher- 
man, Grayslake; W. E. Miller, Liberty- 
Tilte; William Hoban, Waukegan; Her- 
tnan Hoitje, Prairie View. .. 

Attorney C. T. Heydecker was the 
.,- ^ principal speaker and in his address 

f ..' told of-hl8,.Ltrip;. to. Rock Island a few 

days Qgo^' ^e'linfoldeU at this .meeting 
the plan he had suggested at that time, 
and expressed the opinion that this plan 
or one very slmilor to It, is th<! only 
thing which con" save the order from 
destruction. .His plan as set forth 
*" aeemed to meet with approval ond< in- 

dications are that it will be indorsed by 
the osBOciation. 

His planisas follows: '*From adeep 
study of the existing situation it ap- 
pears that there are but two courses to 
be taken if tho Woodmen organization 
is to be preserved. One plan is the In- 
creased rates over those being charged 
at the present time and the other is an 
increase in the number of assessments. 
Kow if the head camp will consider 
this proposition It will answer all pur- 
poses; if it ia necessary to Inoreose the 
rates let us not drive out the old men 
by increasing their assessment to an 
exorbitant amount which they, can not 
pay. Let the society provide that 
ivhen a member reaches the age of 4G 
' ' :rears, provided that he has been in the 
order ten years or more that he may 
pay an assessmentof one dollar month- 
ly and have the rest charged to his cer- 
. tificate,,tobe token out at bis death. 
This will allow a surplus to be piled up 
if such a plan is desired as the money 
that will be taken from the total 
amount of the certiflcate will be the 
same as if it were being paid into the 
order In cash. It is merely a matter of 
■ borrowing money from his certificate 
to assist him In paying hia assessment. 

The following resolutions (by J. C. 
James) were adopted: .Reaolved that 
the Lake County, Woodmen Protective 
.association, believing that the rates to 
be adopted January 1, 1913, are too high, 
put itself -on. record as ready to join 
with other associations of a similar 
nature to call a special meeting of tho 
head camp for the express purpose of a 
readjustment of rates. 

(By Paul MacGumn) Resolved that 
all members of the Modern Woodmen 
of America be urged to stick with the 
order and work for an adequate adjust- 
mtint of rates. 

A constitution was adopted and all 
camps In Lake county were requested 
to raise 10 cents per member as soon as 
convenient and send the same to Treas- 
urer Strang, the amount thus raised to 
be used. in defraying the. expenses of 
the association in its efforts. 

The next meeting will be held at 
Grayslalce on April 30, at 1:00 o'clock 
p. m., atw^iich time It la hoped that 
every camp in tho county will be rep- 
resented.

Animal Is Shot In Aniloch After Chase of 
Several Hours 

A chase of several hours duration, be- 
ginning at Monnvlllo and ending at An- 
tioch resulted In tho flnal capture of a 
mad dog that won running nt large over 
the country, Tuesday about nooii the 
dog, n large, black nnd white spotted 
animal, whose owner Is unknown, en- 
tered the yard of Lee Tweed at Mona- 
ville and pounced upon his dog. 

WhileTweed was getting a gun the dog 
escaped and haatlly^saddling his horse 
he gave chase, iiie animal by that 
time had entered the yard of Hert Gal- 
iger, bitten his dog and started away 
taking a northerly and westerly course. 
After following it about fifteen miles 
through fielrla and yards nnd often dou- 
bling on the rout, Tweed lost sight of 
the dog and as his horse wua fast be- 
coming tired nut he was obliged to re- 
turn home. Galiger then took his horse 
and buggy and the two men again took 
up the chase. Reaching Antioch about 
five o'clock they were making enqueries 
about the streets when they espied the 
canine coming in town from tho north, 
but although they were able to keep it 
in sight they were unable tu shoot it 
until just as. it was entering the yard 
of Frank Garland on Victoria street 
Then having a good range tlicy quickly 
dispatched the creature. ' 

It is known to have bitten several 
dogs around Monayille ond Fox- Lake 
and at least two, whoso ownership is 
unknown, on the streets of Antioch. 
Some of the Monaville people, have al- 
ready had their dogs disposed of. 

INDICATIONS 

POINT TOWARD 
REAPPORTIONMENT 

With every indication pointing to a 
reapportionment of the state of liliimla 
into new senatorial and congressional 
districts, the importance of the election 
for state senator and the need of Lake 
county of a representative and senator 
is apparent ' 

It la now almost an assured fact that 
one of the firattnave&..af.the new. nen; 
ate and assembly of the state will be to 
draft a new district map of the state, 
and change the boundry lines of prac- 
tically every district within the confines 
of the state. 

With thatin view the danger of the 
linking of Lake county with the north- 
ern portion of Chicago and Cook county 
should awalcen every voter of the coun- 
ty to the possibility that Lake county 
would be hitched onto a district com- 
prising part of Cook county and Chica- 
go, thus eliminating; this county from 
state politics forever. 

With Chicago In the same district as 
Lake county,. It would be almost impos- 
sible for a Lake county man to gain 
votes enough to carry an election, ow- 
ing to the fact that the greater num- 
ber of votes would be from Chicago, 
thus assuring a Chicago miyi the posi- 
tion of senotor or represe'ritafive in the 
general assembly from this district. 

If there is not a friend at' court in 
the next a^sslon to figlit the battles of 
Lake county, there Is nothing to atop 
such a move. Lake county now has a 
candidate for state senator inthe field, 
PaulMacGuffin of Liberty vllle. whose 
campaign la arousing the greatest inter- 
est nil through the district, composed 
of Boone, Lake and McHenry counties. 
While there is little danger that Mac 
GufBn will not win in the race, still 
every voter of Lake county should con- 
sider, when he casts hla ballot on April 
9th. that he is voting to sanction or 
helping to stop, the linking of Lake 
county with Chicago, and the possibility 
of the death of all candidates from this 
county reaching their goal.

The gun was 
what is called a blank pistol and the dla- 
chargo of the powder and wading into 
the boy'a hand may prove to be very 
serlouB.^ The physicians state that 
there is a great possibility for blood 
poison to set in and if it does they are 
in fear that the boy will lose his hand.

Hla parents 
were not aware of the itapt that he was 
earring (^ gun to school with him; The 
accident occvrred at the school house 
and has caused a gntt deal o'. excite- 
ment among the puplU ind reildents.

REASONS FOR MacGUFFIN 

Why Lake County's Candidate for Senator 
Should Win 

Shoulil Luke countv support Its only 
candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for State Senator? Is Lake coun- 
ty entitled to any recognition by the 
repuijlican party of the Eighth Senator- 
ial district? Does a man from McHen- 
ry coUnty who has during the past four 
yrars occupied the ofilce of state sena- 
tor-'-your state senator — deserve re- 
nomination with the following record: 

A., J. Olson voted for— The deep 
waterway bill, which would saddle a tax 
of $215,000 upon Lake county.— Senate 
bJII No. 175, creating a county super- 
intendent of roads who would be a civil 
engineer student from the University of 
Illinois, and have charge of your roadsi 
taking away the power of your town- 
ship hlghwoy commissioners. — Senate 
bill 2G7, creating a state tax commis- 
sion.; This bill provides for three tax 
commissioners who would draw ?7500. 
per year each, oppointed by the gover- 
nor.' Ac any time, on complaint, a 
special assessor could be sent from any 
part of the state to re-assess your prop- 
erty. The powers of your township 
assessor, county board of review and 
state board of equalization would be 
abolished.- Senate bill 414 providing 
that the certificates of teachers would 
be Issued at Springfield, taking away 
tlie powers of your county superintend- 
ent of schools. He killed In committee, 
house bill 540, after promising the 
members of the House and Senate who 
had helped pass bill 55 that he would 
give bill 540 a chance in the Senate. 
Bill 55 which is the anti-tuberculin bill 
and prohibited Chicago from enforcing 
brdinances requiring thr tuberculin test- 
h'g of cattle, could not have passed un- 
less the men who voted for it. were 
promised that bill 540, which was a bill 
to keep out of the state diseased cattle, 
'should have a chance. Gill 55 passed. 
Bill 540 was killed by Olson after he 
had consulted the cow dealers and cow 
shippers, who were opposed to giving 
the dairymen the protection which 
would have been afforded them, had bill 
&l6 become n law. 

.Lake county has the votes without 
any assistance from McHenry to nom- 
inate and elect a state senator. Paul 
MacGuffin is' the candidate and wants to 
go to Springfield, to the senate. A 
large number of the loading republicans 
of Lake county have encouraged him 
and promised him their aupport the 
same as they would have dono to any 
other young, clean and ambitious man 
in Lake county. 

It is said that he cannot accomplish 
os'much, cannot "get" ai much for 
Lake county as some- man from Mc 
Henry. If that is so the more reason 
that Lake county should commence to 
push its young men into the arena, 
where they can learn to "get" aa much 
as a McHenry county man, because 
Lake county may sometime really need 
something.. The next session of legis- 
lature will divide Illinois into new con- 
gressional districts and into new sena- 
torial districts. Shall Lake County 
have no voice— no vote — but say to Mc- 
Henry "by vour leave Sir, where do 
you place us! we thank you that we are 
—not that we have; Wake up Lake 
county republicans, you have a candi- 
date who san win. Put your shoulder 
to the wheel.

Both men are strong in the town, 
shown by the fact that, two years ago, 
in the primary, Chittenden beat Clow, 
who was then' supervisor; now after 
Chittenden bcs served two years, Clow 
comes out and beats Chittenden at the 
primary. All but about a hundred votes 
were out at the recent primary and the 
two candidates the nominee and tho 
independent, are waging a hard battlt^ 
to swing the balance of power to his- 
standat^. Likely at the election, 
practically every vote in the town will 
be out

The special investigating committee 
of the United States Senate Thursday 
adopted a sweeping vindication of Sen- 
ator William Lorimer of Illinois. 

By a vote of 5 to three the committee 
dicided to report to the Senate that the 
charges against Senator Lorimer have 
not been sustained, that the evidence 
has disclosed no corruption in his elec- 
tion, and that dlspite the 5,000,000 
words of evidence which it has heard, 
it has discovered nothing which would 
"justify a reversal of the solemn and 
ceHberate judgement of the United 
States Senate rendered during the lost 
session of the Sixcy-First Congress, 
holding valid the election of William 
Lorimer as a Senator or the United 
States." 

Edward Hines, the millionaire lumber 
man, referred to in the investigation as 
"the man who put Lorimer over," also 
got a vindication by the committee. It 
had been charged that Hines raised a 
corruption fund of $100,000 to elect 
Lorimer to the Senate. The majority 
repudiated that and passed a resolution 
that the evidence had shown that he did 
not raise or contribute any sum improp- 
erly. 

The majority of the committee held 
that no new evidence had been adduced 
to juatity u reversal ot the Senate's 
previous actiut^ in Senator Lorimer's 
favor; that there was no evidence of a 
jackpot in the Illinois General Assembly 
in 1U09 in connection with hia election^ 
and, finally, that no corrupt practices 
had been shown by the investigation. 

The case will be squarely before the 
Senate pmbably next week, when a 
protracted debate will begin. 

The basis of the committee's action 
was the plea raised by Larimer's counsel 
that the previous action of the Senate 
bars reconsideration. * , 

The majority report on the main 
piroposition will be signed by Senators 
Dillingham, Gamble, Fletcher, John- 
ston and Jones, and the minority by 
Senatora Kenyon, Kern and Lee. 

Senator Jom a was against Senator 
Lorirner on the lirst inveatigation. 
The final investigation he reversed hia 
position and presented three resolutions 
to exonerate Lorimer, 



Entire Stock Is Ruined-Loss Estimated at 
Several Thousand 

Tho store of Charles Barnstable at - 
Gurnco was tho scene of a dlsosterous 
fire early Sunday morning. It is be- 
lieved to have started from an over- 
heated stove pipe and the damage U 
estimated at several thousand dollars. 

Barnstable had attended a Woodman 
meeting Saturday evening and did not 
arrive home until near midnight H« 
went into the store to see that every- 
thing was all right and to fix the fire 
and then went to the living rooms 
above. About one o'clock he waa 
awakened to find the rooms full of 
smoke while the crackling of the flame* 
could be distinctly heard in the store. 

He hurridly called up the operator at 
the farmers telephone exchange and 
asked that the alarm be spread and im- 
mediately one continuous ring was cal- 
ling to every subscriber on the lines. 
In a remarkably short time help was 
coming from every direction. On ac- 
count of the headway already gained 
by the fiames tho fight was a hard one 
but after a couple of hours their inces- 
sant labor began to tell and about day- 
light the last spark was extinguished. 

The entire stock of merchandise was 
ruined either by fire or water, and con- 
siderable damage waa done to the build- 
ing. .^ . ;

A moro 
inhospltablo place or ono moro disad- 
vantageous to besiegers could not bo 
Imagined. 

- "Eight miles away Is Jobel Usdum. 
a mountain of rock salt rlalng to a 
height of 500 feet In this mountain 
Is a largo cave which was explored 
to the extent of about 200 yards, at 
which point a tapering cylindrical 
shaft of about 20 feet In diameter was 
discovered, piercing the solid rock aalt 
80 feet high, as though through pol- 
lahed marble, evidently tho effects of 
tho rain. 

•'Great snow whito stalactites hung 
from tho celling. The approach to this 
mountain preaenta moat fantaatlc ap- 
pearances of walls, buttreaaea, par- 
apets, projecting towers, etc., caused 
by the stratlDcatlon and lay of tho 
salt bouldora. 

"A lUtlo.aouth of Masada lies the 
rich Ghor-ol-Mlzra, Here and else- 
where abound tho apple of Sodom do- 
scribed by JoaephUB."

The rank of a 
Swiss family Is known by the age ot 
Its cheeao. and the moro nffectlon or- 
rospect a guest Inspires the harder la 
tho cheeae which la cut In his honor.

Ball In a Coal Mine. 
Tho death of Mr. Brandling, a New- 
castle, England, coal operator, recalls 
a famous ball ho gave some years ago. 
Tho ballroom was In tho coal mlno. 
1,100 feet below ground. In the shape 
of tho letter L, tho width being -15 
feet, tho height 48 feet, and the length 
300 feot. Tho floor was dried and 
flagged, seats provided, and tho whole 
place lllumlnate<l with wax candles. 
Tho company comprised all tho min- 
ors and their families, tho proprietors 
and agents, and a number of guests 
from London. It required considerable 
courage for some of tho strangora to 
go down the shaft, but they all ven- 
tured. Dancing was from noon till a 
p. m., and all returned to tho up^or 
air clean and safe, and oncb carrying 
aa a memento a piece of coal hown 
from tho end of tho drift 



Good Record Pleaded for Him. 
An elderly former aoldler, who had 
served In Burma, India, and South 
Africa, and bad several medals, plead- 
ed guilty nt tho Middlesex (England) 
Besalons. recently, to a charge of 
houaebreaklng and asked to bo given 
another chance. "Tes," replied tho 
deputy chairman, "wo will givo you a 
chance, If only for tho ribbons on your 
breast. I hope /It will be an encourage- 
ment to othora to know that If thoy 
get Into trouble one of the moat syra- 
pathetic notes that can bo atruclc Is 
to prove that they havo served tholr 
country." 



Washington.— In an - opinion mado 
public hero tho Interstate commerce 
commlsalon established tho far-roach- 
Ing principle that a railroad must bo 
adjust Us rates that juatico will bo_ 
dono botwoon coniraunltlos regardlcBa 
of Btato llnea. 

If a railroad makes a low rato upon 
trafllc wholly within n Btato, oven 
when forced to do ao by a state com- 
mission. It must accord tho aamo rato 
to Intoratato traffic moving under sub- 
atantlally alrallar conditions. Tho prin- 
ciple was laid down by a vote of 4 
to 3. 

Tho minority hold that tho powers 
of congress wore usurped by tho ma- 
jority opinion and that tho remedy for 
Buch a altuatlon should bo applied 
through additional legislation In tho 
caao of tho railroad commlaalon of 
Louisiana against tho^ St. Ix>ul8 
Southwcatom railway and other car- 
riers oiwratlng between Louisiana and 
Texas. 

Tho opinion of tho majority of tho 
interstate commlaalon, prepared and 
banded down by Oomralasloncr Lnno, 
Is a deflnlto assortlou of tho su- 
premacy of national regulatory author- 
ity over tho powers exercised by any 
state. 

It Is the first timo this assertion has 
been made distinctly by tho commla- 
Bion. In making It Chairman Prouty 
and Commlaaloners Clark and Meyer 
concurred with Commissioner Lane, 
Lnd CommlBslonora Clemonts, Harlan 
and McChord dissented. 

Tho proceeding brought by tho 
Louisiana commission placed In Issuo 
tho right of Interstate carriers to dls- 
irlmlnato In favor of atato trafllc and 
against Interstate traffic. 

"Tho gravamen of the complaint," 
tho opinion saya. "Is that tho defend- 
ant carriers make rates out of Dallas 
and other Texas points Into eastern 
Texaa which aro much, lower than 
Lhoae which they extend Into Texas 
from Shrovoport, La. . A rato of CO 
cents carries flrat-claas trafllc to the 
eastward from Dallas a dlataLCO of 
160 miles, while the same rate of 60 
cents will carry the aamo class of 
traffic only flfty-flvo miles Into Texas 
from Shrovoport." 

Tho low rate within tho state of 
Texas was forced upon tho railroads 
by the Texas railroad commlsslbn In 
furtherance of a policy to protect and 
promote the Jobbing Interests of Tex- 
as. 

The Loulalana commission and that 
stato'a commercial interests declared 
that Louisiana was being discrimi- 
nated against because of tho exaction 
of the higher rates from Shrovoport 
westward and demanded an adjust- 
ment of tho rates. 

Tho contention of Louisiana was 
sustained by the commlaslon absolute- 
ly. Tho majority hold: 

That tho present clasa ratea from 
Shrovoport to Texas points wore un- 
reasonable and prescribed lower rates 
which must be put Into effect by 
May 1. 

That the present relation of rates 
east-bound and west-bound from 
Shreveport gives an unduo preference 
to Dallas and Houston and other 
Texas cities and the carriers are or- 
dered to establish tho aamo rates on 
west-bound as on eaatbound traffic. 

That If a state, by the exercise of 
Its lawful power, establishes rates 
which tho Interstate carrier makes ef- 
fective upon state traffic, that carrier 
does so with the fnll knowledge that 
the federal government requires It to 
apply such rates under like conditions 
upon Interstate traffic. 

That to say that an Interstate ca^ 
rler may discriminate against Inter- 
state commerco becauso of tho order 
of a Btato commlsalon would be to ad- 
mit that a Btato may limit and pre- 
scribe tho flow of comraorco between 
the states. 

The concluBlon of tho majority 
opinion Is a vigorous assertion of the 
paramount authority of tho national 
government over all Interstate traffic. 



Santa Fo, N, M.— Mounted . Po- 
liceman A. A. Sena, who teetlflod 
boforo tho houso committee of fif- 
teen at the Investigation of bribery 
chnrgos against Roproaontatlvea Lu- 
coro, Montoya and Cordova, under- 
went a aovere cross-examination, but 
bis Btory was not shaken.

Questions asked by tho defonso In- 
dicated that counsel for the accused 
will seek to show a conspiracy ex- 
isted to get the four legislators out of 
tho way. becauso they would not veto 
In a certain way In tho lenatorlal con- 
test 

The men were arrignod boforo 
District Judge David J. Leahy. Thoy 
waived preliminary examination and 
ball was fixed at $2,000 each.

MEN REFUSED WAGE INCREASE 



FINAL TRIBUTE PAID TO UN- 
. IDENTIFIED BODIES OF MAINE 
MARTYRS. 



Coal Operators Will Not Grant Da- 
mands of Miners — 200,000 In Four 
States Ready to Strike. _,. 



Cleveland, O. — All tho demands of 
the 200,000 miners tn tho bituminous 
coal fields of woatern Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illlnola for a ton 
per cent Increase In pay and shorter 
working Hours were voted down by 
tho operators hero. 

- As a final effort to prevent a pro- 
longed ahut'down of the mines after 
April 1, and possibly a etrlko, tho 
whole dispute was. thon referred to a 
subcommittee. Tho subcommittee, 
composed of eight miners* delegatea 
and eight operators, will convene to 
consider the possibility of o comprb- 
mlBo to bo recommended to the .gen- 
eral conference. 

Doth operators and miners declared, 
after tho union demands hod been re* 
fused, that thecoal situation through- 
out tho country was grove. Intima- 
tions wore made by John P. Whito, 
ppealdcnt of tho United Mine Workers 
of America, that tho negotlatloha here 
might contlnuo a few days longer, un- 
til the union's policy committee will 
convene. 

Besides the 200,000 miners In tho 
four Btatea directly concerned, 150,000 
bituminous coal miners In other states 
aro dependent upon the present delib- 
erations for a basis of moklng their 
wago scale, and in addition ttbo policy 
committee will consider the wage de- 
mands of about 170,000 anthracite 
miners. It was pointed out by Presi- 
dent White that the wages of more 
than 500,000 union miners after April 
1 were in dispute, and that tho coal 
output of tho country, other than that 
mined by nonunion men, was Involved.

NEGRO CONVICT IS LYNCHED 



Black Kills Guard, Fires on Others— 

Mob Takes Slayer from Sheriff 

and Hang Him. 



Washington,— The nation has paid 
final tribute to Its martyred dead: The 
chief offlclola of tho United Stotes hon- 
ored the memory of tho men who per- 
ished In Hovano harbor fourteen" years 
ago .when nn explosion destroyed tho 
bottleship Maine. Thirty-four unidenti- 
fied bodies recovered from tho wreck- 
age were Interred in Arlington oomo- 
tery with ceremonies that were most 
impressive. President Taft was pres- 
ent, as were also memberfl of tho cabi- 
net, other high government ofllcIalB, 
many ofllcerB and men of the navy 
and army and thousands of private 
citizens. 

Tho funeral began with Bervlcea In 
the park behind the White House and 
a procession thence, tho escort be- 
ing second In slice only to that at 
tho funeral ,of President McKlnley. 
At tho cemetery tho services were 
conducted by Rev. O. Livingston 
Bayarcl, choplaln of the "UJashlngton 
navy yard, and Hev. Father John P. 
Chodwlck. who was chaplain of tho 
Maine at tho time of ita destruction. 

The thirty-four burled were the last 
of tho martyrB recovered from the 
Maine wreck, the othor 227 having 
been taken out shortly after the ex- 
plosion, when thoy wore Identified, 
ebipped to their ooveral former homes 
in different parte of tho country and 
buried In separate private funerals by 
their families. Tho last thirty-four 
bodies, however, which had lain under 
Havana harbor for fourteen years, 
could not be identified, so tho one 
great funeral was arranged as a tribr 
ute of iho nation to her heroes. 



Fifty-Five Bodies Have Been Recov- 
ered— Twonty-FIve Men Brought 
Out Alive. 

McCurUIn, Okla.— Pitiful crlea for 
help, conveyed to tho aurfaco through 
a small air plpo, were dlatlnctly hoard 
from the seventy-flvo minora still Im- 
prisoned in tho shaft of the Son Dola 
mlno. ' 

For several hours the Imprisoned 
men, 200 feet below tho shaft open- 
ing, could bo hoard as they attempted 
to tell their exact plight and location 
to the rescuors on the. ground above. 
Every means was 'taken to undorBtand 
tho words, but nothing more than the 
crlea'and a murmured jumble of con- 
versation was audible. 

Tappings, the sound, of '/which waa 
conveyed along another air pipe, re-, 
suited in the rescue of fourteen more 
Burvlvors of tho terrible explosion. 
This makes Just twonty-flve miners 
brought' to the surface since tho 
reacUera started to work, and flUU 
leaves In the vicinity of adventy-flvo 
men battling for their Uvea against 
tho poisonous gases and black damp 
in the crowded ehafta. No way la 
known to tell tho number who hav^ 
already succumbed to tho lack of oxf' 
gen.

Soy beans aro a leguminous crop 
and, llko clover, have the power to 
UBO the nitrogen of the air in their 
growth/if Inoculated with tho proper 
bacteria. They should be grown more 
generally throughout tho com belt. 
They fit Into almost any rotation to a 
very good advantage. 

Tho frequent failure oC clover makes 
Jt very desirable to have a crop that 
will provide a hay as good as clover — 
and that will bo of the same benefit 
to the soil. Soy beans will do this 
and maintain the rotation, as they 
can bo grown following small grain on 
the land where It was Intended to 
have clover. AVhere land Is so poor 
that It Is next to Impossible to secure 
a stand of clover, soy beans serve as 
a nitrogen-gathering crop, making it 
possible to build up the laud so that 
clover again can be grown. They can 
bo grown after corn, taking tho place 
of oats In most rotations. Where feed 
like clover hay or oil meal is needed, 
soy beans -might well take the place 
of oats. This will often make It pos- 
sible to change a rather questionable 
crop to a profitable one, and at the 
flame tlmo one that will add nitrogen 
to tho soil. 

It must be kept In mind that there 
Is- a very great dlfferenco In differ- 
orit varieties of soy beans. Some 'va- 
rieties aro very difficult, to harvest, 
giving much trouble by the pods burst- 
ing open and the seed being lostr 
These should not be seeded. From 
the present knowledge, two varieties 
aro good, both as yieldora and having 
pods that will not burst open through 
tho most adverse weather conditions 
for Illinois, tho Medium Yellow, and 
the Black Beauty or U..S. Department 
No. 0414, also called Ebony. 

Tho Medium Yollow mature perhaps 
ten days earlier than the Black Beau- 
ty, and aro preferable In the northern 
part of the com belt, also whcro.it Is 
desirable to follow winter wheat after 
Boy l>oans. They usually ripen for 
seed about September, giving time to 
remove them and prepare the land 
for wheat. On the other hand, some 
experiments Indicate that tho' Black 
Beauty Is somewhat the better ylold- 
er. . 

Soy beans. In order to be of value as 
a nitrogen .gatherer, must bo Inocu- 
lated. Very few soils contain tho bac- 
teria that live in the nodules on tho 
roots of soy beans. Tho seed are 
smooth, and very Uttlo inoculation Is 
carried with them. It Is thereforo ne- 
cessary to Inoculate the seed, or ap- 
ply Inoculated soli to tho land. 

By far the simplest and most effec- 
tive way to Inoculato spy beans Is to 
gluo Inoculated soil to the seed. This 
can bo done by using a five per cent 
solution. Dissolve six ounces of ordi- 
nary furniture gluo in one gallon of 
water. Sprinkle about ono pint of this 
solution over a bushel of seed. Mix 
the seed by hand or with a shovel un-. 
til they are aufilclently moist. Now 
sprinkle over the seed with constant 
mixing a quart of dry, sifted. Inocu- 
lated soli. This soil should bo taken 
from a field where, soy beans have 
been thoroughly inoculated. Whore 
growing soy beans for tho first time, 
the Inoculated soil can usually be se- 
cured from the same source a a the 
seed. The seed are now ready for 
the driU. 

Tho ground should bo prepared very 
■tmllar to preparing a good seed bed 
for corn. Where soy beans are seeded 
on loud on which clover boa failed, 
plow the land as soon as the oata ore 
seeded!- After plowing.- harrow^ tho 
land.'maklng a good eeod bod to get 
the weeds started. When the weeds 
are. Just coming. up well, double diao 
thoroughly, and follow. In a few days 
with tho harrow. This operation 
should bo repeated If weather condi- 
tions and the season demand It. Thor- 
oughly double diso and harrow Just 
before seeding the soy boons, making 
Buro to kill all woods. . ~ 

In case tho soy boana . follow" corn, 
thoroughly doublodlso the com stalks 
with a sharp disc. As soon as the 
;weeda. geta good start, plow tho land 
about the bdme depth as for com, thou 
harrow. Do whatever aubsequent disc- 
ing and harrowing may bo necessorr 
to destroy woeds-andsavo moisture. 
Boy beans should bo soodod tho last 
week of May or tho first of Juuo, sow- 
ing about ono bushel of seed per aero, 
and covering not over two Inohesdeep. 



Seed either In rows and cultivate, or 
BOW with a wheat drill 7 or 8 Inches 
apart. Unless the land is practically 
free from weeds, and ono has had 
some oxporienco with tho crop, It will 
bo best to sow the seed in rows any 
distance apart from 24 Inches to three 
feet. 

After the seed has been In tho 
ground three or four days, it is well 
to harrow tho ground thoroughly. 
When three or four Inches high, weed 
with a weoder. Plan to leave the land 
as level ns possible, which will be a 
groat help when harvest tlmo comes. 
Weeding should bo done twice a week 
until the beans thoroughly cover the 
ground. Where seeded In rows, use 
an ordinary cultivator or a five shovel 
ono-horso adjustable cultivator. Three 
or four days ofter cultivating, use the 
weoder. 

Soy bean hay should be cut with a 
mower when half or more of the pods 
are fully grown, but before tho pods 
change color In ripening. Tho plante 
nro allowed to lie in the swath until 
the leaves aro wilted. They must not 
be allowed to get too dry before rak- 
ing. Tho hay can be left In windrows 
until falriy dry, then" put into smaller 
bunches until cured. The leaves aro 
the most valuable part of tho crop ex- 
cept the pods, and great care must be 
exercised to prevent their loss. Tho 
yield of hay la from 1 to 3 tons per 
aero. 

The crop can bo allowed to ripen 
for seed. It can be left In tho field un- 
til all the leaves have fallen, and then 
cut with a mower or binder. If cut 
with a mower, rake and put. Into 
bunches. If cut with a binder, shock, 
but do not put on-capB. When dry 
they are ready to thresh, or olso they 
can be stacked and threshed later. 
The yield of seed Is from 10 to 40 
bushels i>or acre. If cut for seed be- 
fore too ripe, but Just as some of the 
leaves begin changing color In ripen- 
ing, the crop furnishes a straw after 
threshing the beans equal In feeding 
value to timothy hay. 

In order to thresh soy beans use any 
ordinary threshing machine. Remove 
concaves and replace with boards. 
Run tho cylinder slightly slower than 
for small grain, and uso more wind 
Any thresherman will bo able to set 
his machine to do good work. 

Soy beans must be dry when stored 
for seed, or good ventilation provided. 
If not thus carod for, they are certain 
to heat, and are then mined for seed. 
Old seed should not be used, as they 
lose vitality with ago very x«adlly. 

Secure a variety sultahlo for your 
purpose. 
Inoculate. 

Seed about one bushel of seed per 
acre. 
Do not plant over two inches deep. 
Work the land so as to get the 
weeds started and killed. 

Keep clean, as they are not a lazy 
man's crop.

posod that reinforced concrete la a 
modern Invention. This, howovcr. has 
boon disproved, accordlns to Popular 
Mechanics by tho flndlng of bronze 
reinforcing rods tn tho coacroto root 
of an ancient Roman tomb, and In the 
discovery of reinforced concrnte In 
tho construction of ono of tho walli 
of tho old pnlaco of the Louvro. Paris. 

The reinforced concrete In the lat* 
tor dates back only .100 or -lOO yoars, 
but created much comment because 
tho walls wore thought to conHlst en- 
tirely of ashlar and quarry atone. Tho 
discovery that the afono casing con- 
cealed ft core composed In part of re- 
inforced concrete was made' while 
workmen wore piercing tho wall for 
an olevntor Installation.
